WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.— Official 
announcement was made by Secre­ 
tary of State Bryan today th a t this 
government has made clear its posi­ 
tion to Japan in the Japanese-G er­ 
man controversy, 
in substance the 
situation is that the United States 
intends to keep hands off. 
The In ited States note, tra n s fe r­ 
red to the 
Japanese 
governm ent, 
through the American am bassador at 
Tokio, emprasized 
President 
W il­ 
son’s petition that this governm ent 
wishes to avoid any position savoring 
of partiality and therefore refused 
to discuss the 
u ltim atu m 
to Ger­ 
many. 
Japan was told, however, th a t the 
I’nited States believed J a p a n ’s as­ 
surances that her only motive in the 
far eastern situ atio n is to restore to 
China the G erm an possession of Kiao 
Chau. 
The striking feature of the note 
was that the United States requested 
that in event of extension of J a p a n ­ 
ese operations in the far east, the 
Cnited States should 
be 
notified 
thereof. 
Acting apparently on the assu m p ­ 
tion that hostilities netween Ja p a n 
and Germany are inevitable, Baron 
r hinda, Japanese 
am bassdor, today 
arranzed with Secretary Bryan for 
transmission of a note from the J a p ­ 
anese government to the Berlin gov­ 
ernment, and intimated broadly th a t 
its purpose was solely to care for cer­ 
tain details in Berlin in case Ger­ 
many refuses to accede to J a p a n ’s 
Kiao Chau ultimatum. 
While the Japanese embassy was 
Bot informed as to the im m ediate 
stepp which the m ik ad o ’s charge at 
berlin would take, tho, officials here 
believe that the charge would

to answer the ultimatum.

NISH, Servia. Aug. 22.— Reports 
of fighting of the

character in which it is stated

Servian forces have been uniformly 
successful, were m ade public by th e 
war office today.

counts claim that in the three days 
fighting along the banks of the river 
Drina covering a front of twenty-five 
miles, the Austrians have lost 25,000 
men in killed, wounded and prison­ 
ers.

“ For three days the Serbian

Astrian arm ies were in battle along 
the river Drina, the th ea ter of ac­ 
tion covering a front of twenty-five 
J railes.

When the body of Pope Pius, en ­ 
closed in three caskets, is entombed 
in St. P e te r’s at 
o ’clock this pve- 
ning with full ceremonies, the sacred 
college will cease to occupy itself 
with th% late pontiff. The cardinals 
will dedicate themselves to considera­ 
tion of the future. 
Owing to the violent storm late 
yesterday which forced the closing of 
St. Peter's where the body of his 
holiness was being viewed by the 
public, th e body again lay in state 
today until 4 o'clock. 
At that time 
preparations were made for the in ­ 
terment. 
According to the provisions for this 
ceremony it takes place at night and 
is attended by the m em bers of the 
noble guard, dignitaries of the papa] 
court, the cardinals and prelates in 
the regalia of their offices, together 
with members of the family of the 
late pontiff, m em bers of the papal 
diplomatic corps and mem bers of the 
patrician families of Rome. 
The body of the late pope will be 
carried in procession from the chapel 
of the sacrament to the choir chapel, 
with the singing of psalms and fun­ 
eral rites by the chapel choir. The 
body will be placed first in the cas­ 
ket. of cypress 
wood 
after 
being 
wrapped in a red coverlet. A purse of 
gold, silver and bronze medals, rep­ 
resenting the n u m b er of years the 
pontiff lived, and a metal cylinder 
containing a brief history 
of 
the 
pope are placed in the casket which 
Is sealed and then enclosed in a cas­ 
ket of lead. 
This, in turn, is placed 
in a coffin of oak, which is decorat­ 
ed with the cross. *the coat of arm s 
of the pope, and o ther pontifical e m ­ 
blems. 
From the m oment of the reading 
of the proces verbal and th* sealing 
of the first casket, the body of the 
pope is no longer in charge of the 
sacred college. It is then in the care 
of the canons of St. Peter's. With 
the last of the three caskets the body 
is then lifted to the niche to the left 
of the choir chapel, where the body 
rem ains until the perm anent tomb is 
prepared. 


ST. PETERSBURG, 
Aug. 
22.— 
That the Russian invasion of Gali­ 
cia is progressing very rapidly, with 
the main Russian arm y already 35 
miles inland e n ro u te to Lemburg. 
was indicated by an official 
sta te ­ 
ment made this afternoon. It was in­ 
tim ated that the Russian army, pro­ 
ceeding from the mobilization tria n ­ 
gle of Lutsk, Dubno and Rovno, has 
defeated a large Austrian arm y at 
Krasne, Galicia, with enorm ous loss 
and has taken 1,250 prisoners. 
Nearly to I yoni berg 
The Russian army, which has been 
operating through the valley of the 
River Styr, is 
now 
following the 
main line of the railroad on Lem­ 
berg. capital of Galicia, and is already 
within thirty miles of th at city. Cos­ 
sacks are sweeping the country ahead 
of the main Russian column which is 
made up of cavalry supported by a r ­ 
tillery. No statem ent of the Russian 
losses has ben made. 
Discussing the operations in the 
Gumbinnen district of eastern Prus­ 
sia. the Russian war office deciares 
that the Russians continue on the 
offensive and are slowly hut surely 
pushing forward through the German 
lints. 
The main Russian arm y is fol­ 
lowing the railroad 
th at 
connects 
Konigsburg with the frontier. T h u rs ­ 
day and Friday there 
was 
severe 
fighting between Gumbinnen and In- 
st^rberg, the Russian advance being 
opposed by a G erm an force n u m b e r­ 
ing in excess of 50,000 men. 
The 
German column is made up for the 
most part of infantry, supported by 
heavy artillery and 
m achine guns 
m ounted on automobiles. 
N oted M en S lain 
The Russian forces engaged com ­ 
prise some of the crack divisions of 
the service and am ong the casual­ 
ties already reported are some of the 
best known men of the empire. The 
fighting is said to be most desperate 
character. The German defenders are 
heavily entrenched and it has be*»n 
necessary to carry some of the passes 
with a series of desperate charges, 
in which whole bodies bf Russians 
have been decimated. But at no time 
has the Russian attack faltered and 
thcv have been able, to m ake slow but 
sure headway against the defending 
army. The Germans are reported as 
bringing up reinforcements from the 
south. 
Official Statem ent 
The official bureau today 
issued 
the following announcem ent: 
“The entire Russian arm y is now 
assuming the offensive at every se­ 
lected point covering the entire east­ 
ern Prussian and Austrian frontier. 
The German and Austrian arm ies are 
being forced back all along the line. 
Already much of the Prussian fron­ 
tier is held by Russian troops and at 
eel tain points in Austria the advance 
guard of the Russians is more than 
fifty miles inside of the frontier. 
“The tem per of the officers and 
men is excellent. 
There has been 
much fighting with heavy losses to 
the enemy. 
T he Russians have cap­ 
tured a n um ber of German 
field 
guns.” 
It is stated th at the invasion of 
Austria with cavalry had been in pro­ 
gress for several days but th a t the 
main army, comprising an enormous 
force of infantry’ with sappers, a rtil­ 
lery and other needed supports, ac­ 
tually crossed the frontier yesterday. 
This arm y is expected to push rapidly 
forward. 
The invasion of Prussia is being 
greatly aided by the Russian avia­ 
tion corps. 
In addition th# Russians have used 
bombs to great advantage. A num ber 
of Germ an military supply depots in­ 
side of the Prussian boundary have 
been demolished by explosives drop­ 
ped by the aviators.

being struck by the allied arm ies is 
a profound secret. But the war office 
experts declare that every move of 
the Germans in Belgium has been a n ­ 
ticipated and th at 
it 
will be m et 
when the proper time comes.” 
In Lorraine th e French arm y has 
retired to the protection of the Vos­ 
ges passes, and th e m ovem ent against 
Strassburg 
and 
Metz, 
heretofore 
considered as impossible to stop, has 
been utterly checked by the German 
arm y of the Saar. 
T h e 
w ar ofice, 
however, says th a t the check was due 
to the French invaders encountering 
a vastly superior force, and was “ dic­ 
tated by purely strategic reasons.” 
The French at Mulhausen also are 
being pressed, as the German forces 
from the Swiss border reinforced by 
picked Austrian troops, are envelip- 
ing them and a third battle is im m i­ 
nent there.

Inquiries have just been made of 
missionary agencies in America con­ 
cerning injury to their work in E u­ 
rope. and elsewhere in mission fields, 
by the war in Europe. Lutherans of 
several 
names, 
Roman 
Catholics. 
Eastern Orthodox, Presbyterian, Bap­ 
tist, Methodist, Disciples, Episcopal­ 
ians 
and 
Congregational societies 
have been consulted. Every one re­ 
plies. at the outset, that the injury 
to Christian work at home and in all 
mission 
fields is supreme in the 
showing how thin so-called Christian 
civilization really is. Mohammedans, 
Shintoists, Brahmins 
and 
others 
have already made this point with 
American Christian societies having 
w'ork by their side. 
German Lutheran churches are all 
centers of German 
loyalty, 
with 
thousands of sermons. All cities are 
so reporting. Danish, Swedish and 
other Lutheran congregations, how­ 
ever, are taking the other side. Ro­ 
man Catholics are being urged to in­ 
crease their already large missionary 
gifts, since France, the largest giver 
to Catholic w’orld missions, may be 
expected to default. Episcopal mis­ 
sions, apart from others, are per­ 
haps less affected than any. Metho­ 
dist, Baptist and Disciples have mis­ 
sions throughout Europe, and most 
of these are prostrate, many suffer­ 
ing severely.
